A  Supplement  to  tbe  act  approved  April  fourth,  eigh¬ 
teen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  entitled  “A  Further 
Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  ‘An  act  for  the  or^au  l-

1.  Re  it  euactsd  by  the  Senate  ami  General 
of  tha  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  the  captain 
compauy  of  the  National  Guard  of  this  state,  organized 
and  existing  in  the  city  of  Newark.  In  the  coonty  of  Es¬ 
sex,  shall  make  out  or  cause  to  be  made  out  a  written 
statement,  and  shall  sign  the  same  under  oath,  of  the 
uainea  and  residences  of  all  the  members  of  said  com¬ 
pany  residing  in  said  city  of  Newark,  and  shall  present 
said  statement  to  the  board  of  assessment  and  revision 
of  taxes,  in  and  for  said  city  of  Ncwaak.  on  or  before 
the  firat  day  of  May  in  each  and  every  year  ;  and  every 
member  of  said  National  Guard,  residing  in  said  city  of 
Newark,  and  claiming  the  exemptiofi  from  taxation  pro¬

They  rt-«v 
recollect  miserable  cobble  stone  pavements

•  lust  in  slimmer.  This  is  nil  changed.  The 
roadways  are  uow  paved  with  wood  or  con¬ 
crete,  and  swept  daily.  The  curb  is  straight 
and  dressed,  the  sidewalks  are  smooth,  aud 
before  eaHi  residence  lies  a  small  park  or 
terrac  .  thousands  of  shade  tree*  have 
been  pi  anted,  Kiel  a  thorough,  complete 
c  •  uige  hiis  been  made.  During  the  time 
of  these  improvements,  there  have  been 
cri»->  «u  ••fraud.'’  which  culminated  in  an 
investigation, by  Cougress,  aud  thi*  resulted 
in  a  report  of  a  very  moderate  tone,  simply 
►tuting  facts.  Wbut  censure  there  was  iu 
it  was  against  the  Treasurer  ol  the  Board, 
who  was  uuable  to  state  how  his  accounts 
stood.  He  paid  out  cash,  bonds  and  Audi¬ 
tor's  certificates,  and  accounted  for  it  all  as 
cash,  when  bond*  were  worth  70  per  cent, 
and  certificates  much  lees,  so  it  led  to  sus¬ 
picion  that  there  w:ls  speculation  in  these 
certificates  and  bond*.
